>ut dism issing the 
question of acreage, 
re is an undervaluation of the land m 1880 
.•ompared w ith 1879. 
Ill 1879 131,424.40 
es of land were valued at .51,773,595, and 
1880 122,2‘2S.S2 acres at 51,122,090. 
T h is 
es an average value to the land of 514 per 
e in 1879, and of 59 in 1880. 
In explain- 
this discrepancy Mr. .Roberts, th e assessor 
Arapahoe, sim ply said that the assessm ent 
1879 was too high. 
B ut this does no t 
»lain 
it. 
This 
land 
w as 
not 
rth as m uch in 1879 as in 1880. 
T h ere w as 
ring the spring of 1880 a large advance in 
e land contiguous to Denver. If th e assess- 
■nt of 59 per acre is fair in 1S80, an assess- 
nt of 57 or 58 per acre w ould have been 
r in 1879. 
According to this the land in 
apahoe was assessed in 1S79 from 75 to 100 
r cent, too much. 
This is of course absurd, 
id the same valuation per acre as w as 
ren in 1879 been given to the land in 1880, 
u valuation in 1880 would have been 50 p er 
it. more than it is. 
If the assessm ent in 
SO was just, the assessm ent in 1879 w as an 
tort ion which the land ow ners w ould not 
ve subm itted to, nor one w hich any board 
county commissioners would have allow ed, 
en in 1877 w ith less acreage and few er im- 
ovements, the total assessm ent w as 5 1 ,2 1 0,- 
0 or only 50,000 less than in 1880. 
T hese 
m parisons prove quite conclusively th a t the 
luation of land in 18S0 was too low. 
T he 


1 t. th at the assessor lays so m uch stress on 
e high assessment for 1879 w ould show’ 
>m the results that there was an effort m ade 
reduce below a fair ligure the assessm ent of 
80 to compensate for the alleged over assess- 
ent of 1879. 
Regarding the assessment for m erchandise 
e com m ittee took a large am ount of testi- 
on y from Denver m erchants, w hich is sub- 
itted herewith. 
This testim ony goes to 
ove that the business of 1880 w as m uch 
.•avier than in 1879, but does not show th a t 
■e stock of merchandise was m uch greater, 
e cannot, therefore, come to any definite 
inclusion in regard to this subject. 
Denver had among her m anu factu rin g in- 
• ■'tries the largest sm elting w orks in the 
ate, a rolling mill, several m achine shops en- 
tgetl in the m anufacture of expensive m a- 
dnery, and a whip and leather factory, 
hese industries alone m ust req u ire an im- 
ense capital, far in excess of th a t given in. 
he testim ony of the assessor w hich accom- 
mies this, shows that no effort w as m ade to 
)tain returns for the capital em ployed in 
iese industries, as he is required to do by 
^tio n .23 of the revenue laws. 
Y our atten- 
"n is called to the testim ony of th e assessor 
1 the subject winch shows th a t no serioiuf 
tort w as made to iissess all th e m anufaotur- 
>g property. 
A nother item where the m ost g larin g incon- 
stency exists, is in the assessm ent of cattle. 
I 
^ e r e were 37,528 cattle assessed a t 
411,747, or at an average valuation of n early 
I I per heart. 
In 1880, 30,290 cattle are as- 
¿ssetl a t 5270,120, or at an average valu atio n 
t -57.00 a heart. 
A com parison yf the assessm ent of A rapa- 
oe with the other leading stock counties, 


show s the sam e inconsistency. 
T he follow ­ 
ing tables gives the average valuation p er 
head of cattle for all counties having over 2 0 ,-

In m oney and credits there is a reduction 
from 1879. 
In the assessm ent of 1879 th ey 
w ere 5088,037. and 1880 5309,750. 
T h ere is a 
reduction of nearly one half. 
T he assess­ 
m ent of m oney and credits of A rapahoe is 
25,000 less than that of E l Paso county, an d 
only one-third (X ) of that of L ake county. 
A t tlys tim e the banks of Denver had ab o u t 
60,000,000 on deposit, or nearly sixteen tim es 
as much as the entire am ount of m oney and 
credits returned. 
This has the stam p of 
frau d on its face. 
Of about one h u n d red 
nam es of parties in Arapahoe who w ere as­ 
sessed at over 520,000, only seventeen 
(17) 
return any money and credits. 
Of tw en ty - 
fo u r persons in Denvei 
ssessed w ith 550,- 
000 and over, we find only two (2 ) w ho re tu rn 
any 
m oney 
or credits. 
Mr. R oberts ex­ 
plained this in his testim ony by saying th a t 
“¡Some parties have got governm ent bonds, 
notes, securities and loans, and of course ev­ 
eryone know s th at these men have tnose 
things, and do not know' how m uch. 
O n th e 
30th of A pril they go to w ork and m ake a 
tran sfer of all this to some broker east, and 
when a couple of days go by they g et h u n ­ 
gry and it all comes back to them . 
T h a t is 
ju st the w ay to account for all this b u sin ess.-’ 
I t should b e noticed that this is Mr. H ubert*’ 
own testim ony and not an inference of th e 
com m ittee. 
The committee only know s th at 
th e richest m en do not return m oney and 
credits. 
It thus seems that the rich m en of 
D enver are avoiding their ju st taxes by dis­ 
honesty. 
T his is certainly a m atter fo r in­ 
vestigation and denunciation. 
For if 
th e 
rich iiijmi of Denver do this, those of o th er 
cities w ill follow their example. 
T h is is a 
m atter of grave importance, because it is in­ 
troducing a dangerous as well as dishonest 
precedent. 
If it is generally know n, th e re 
w ill be an effort to shirk the tax altogether. 
I t is a question whether the county board of 
equalization has done its duty in this m atter. 
I t m ust be apparent to them th at the re tu rn s 
are frau d u len t and erroneous. 
It is u n ju s t 
to the taxpayers of m oderate circum stances, 
who m ake honest returns and pay th eir pro­ 
portion of the taxes. 
The assessm ent roll 
shows th at m ost of the money and cred its 
w ere returned by those who are not know n as 
capitalists, and who m ake no o stentatious 
show of w ealth. 


T he com m ittee found in exam ining th e 
bank officers th at returns were m ade on only 
one half the capital stock by an arrangem ent, 
w ith the county commissioners. 
T h e com ­ 
m issioners deny such an agreem ent w as m ade, 
bu t still they w ere cognizant of the fa c t th a t 
only half the capital stock w as retu rn e d an d 
failed to exercise the power given in t-lie sta t­ 
utes to raise the returns. 
It w as done be th e 
consent of the commissioners. 
T his is m ani­ 
festly u n ju st and contrary to the law' an d th e 
com m ifsioners are in a m easure culpable. 
I t 
is the m ost positive proof th at favoritism w as 
show n by them and that* they endeavored to 
keep down the assessm ent to as low a figure 
as possible, 
The assessor failed in h is d u ty 
because he w as not obliged to take th e ir re­ 
returns as he knew the am ount of cap ital 
stock and there could be no dodging or fra u d 
except by the collusion of the county assessor 
and county board of equalization. 
T h e ten ­ 
dency which the foregoing shows of re tu rn ­ 
ing absurdiy low am ounts for the different 
item s of personal property because of th e 
looseness of the county assessor in m ak in g 
assessm ents is shown in several sm all item s 
as follow s:

Of course there can be no reasonable ex p la­ 
nation of this decrease in a city grow ing as 
rapidly as Denver. 
¡Some of these item s are 
even below the assessm ent of 1878. 
T h e te n ­ 
dency is to assess less and less thoroughly th e 
personal property. 
The follow ing is a com ­ 
parison of the personal and real p ro p erty in 
the assessm ents since 1879:

T he above table shows even less p erso n al 
property in 1880 than in 1879. 
It w ill be no­ 
ticed th at the percentage of personal p ro p e rty 
has been rapidly decreasing since 1878. 
W e 
draw special attention to this because it show s 
th at the tendency which we have show n to 
exist in special cases, exists in the assessm ent 
as a whole. 
This undervaluation of p ersonal 
property which is shown by com parison w ith 
A rapahoe’s form er assessm ent is also show n 
by com parison with the assessm ents of o th er 
counties, as show n by the follow ing tab le :—

In th e above table we have iucbuled th e 
railroail valuation in the real property, 
l h e 
table show s that Arapahoe has less personal 
property iu proportion to its entire p io p - 
ert.y 
th an 
any county iu the state. 
lhe 
only county that lias anything lilse so small a 


proportion is Jefferson, which 1ms 23 per cent. 
T h e other counties contain from 32 to 00 per 
cent personal property. 
In the entire state 
outside of Arapahoe, the proportion of per­ 
sonal property to the entire valuation is over 
49 p er cent. 
T he valuation outside of Arapa- 
ahoe is 554.945.500.38. 
T he real property, in­ 
cluding railroads, is 528,929,108.08 and the 
personal 520,010,325.70. A rapahoe's proportion 
of personal property to the whole valuation is 
th erefo re considerably less than one-half of 
th a t returned by the rest of the state. 
In ex­ 
act figures A rapahoe has proportionately only 
43 p er cent, of the personal property that the 
re st of the state has. 
T his is a fact that will 
astonish those whose reflect. 
W e have shown 
in th e earlier part of this report that lhe real 
property was not very fully assessed. 
The 
acreage of land in Arapahoe was reduced in 
th e assessm ent from last year over 9,000 and 
th e valuation over 5050,000. 
The town and 
city lots were only assessed 50 per cent, of 
th e ir cash value as compared with the prices 
w hich property in Denver brought about the 
tim e of the assessm ent in April and May. 1880. 
B u t still, notw ithstanding the valuation of 
real property was incom plete and low, we find 
it w as 79 percent, of the total valuation, while 
in th e rest of the state the real property was 
only 51 per cent, of the total valuation. 
If 
th e proportion of real to personal property be 
th e sam e in A rapahoe as in the rest of the 
state, then A rapahoe assessed only 43 per 
cent, as m uch of her personal property as the 
rest of the state did. 
Is the proportion of 
personal to real property as great in Arapahoe 
as elsew here in the state? 
We think it un­ 
doubtedly is. 
The leading items in personal 
p roperty an* live stock-, capital in manufac­ 
tures, m erchandise, money and credits and 
household property. 
In live stock Arapahoe 
is one of the leading counties; in m anufac­ 
tu res she has more than the rest of the state 
com bined, 
in m erchandise s h e < hi ¡¡e s nut 
only 
a 
stock 
for 
her 
own 
inhabitants 
but as a business centre for the whole state. 
In m oney and credits she keeps more than 
h er proportion as the financial centre of the 
state. 
W hen the last assessm ent was made 
th ere w ere 50,000,000 in deposit in the banks, 
a larger am ount, probably, than all the rest of 
the bank's of the state had. 
As for house­ 
hold property to be assessed, it is only just to 
expect th a t A rapahoe should show as m uch 
in proportion as to the entire valuation as 
otnoi counties in the state, but shows only 43 
p er cent, as much. W e are forced to conclude 
therefore, that personal property in Arapahoe 
is u n ju stly and unfairly assessed as compared 
w ith other counties. 
If the state board of 
equalization had met. it should have reduced 
th e total valuation of personal property in 
o ther counties 57 per cent, in order to have 
m ade the assessm ent of personal property in 
th e entire state just and equitable as compar­ 
ed w ith A rapahoe county. 
The effect of this 
w ould be to reduce the valuation of personal 
p ro p erty 'in the state 515,000,000. These facts 
are startling and indicate that either the 
A rapahoe assessm ent m ust be more honestly 
m ade or eNe that tin* assessm ent of tin* stale 
m ust be largely reduced so that other coun­ 
ties w ill not be com pelled to pay more than 
th e ir share of the taxes.

ta x anct greatly reduce the income of our state 
institutions. 


A nother striking feature of the assessm ent 
is th e m ilitary poll tax. 
In 1879 the num ber 
o f polls was 3,559 and in 1880 1,785. 
This 
discrepancy is explained som ewhat llippantly 
as follow s, by Mr. Roberts: "It is supposed 
th a t only the m ale portion of the com m unity 
serve in the m ilitia, but Tuerpening reversed 
th a t rule and p u t in the fem ales.-’ 
It is hard­ 
ly necessary to state that this does not explain 
it. 
In 1879 there were more voters than were 
in th is pull list. 
In 1880 7,792 were cast, so 
th a t not more than a fourth of the polls were 
collected. 
The real explanation is that Mr. 
K oberts did not endeavor to collect the m ili­ 
tary poll tax. 
It was collected only of those 
w ho brought in returns. 
The injustice of 
th is to other counties is evident, because the 
A rapahoe m ilitia gets about half the entire 
ta x collected, and m any counties which col­ 
lect w ith com parative thoroughness the mi­ 
litia tax, do not get a cent from the fund. 


T h e com m ittee are com pelled by the facts 
given to come to the conclusion that the as­ 
sessm ent of A rapahoe county for 1880 was er­ 
roneous and unjust to the other counties of 
th e state. 
T he blame for this m ust rest pri­ 
m arily on the assessor. W e call special atten­ 
tion to his testim ony which shows he was 
negligent and incom petent, 
lie confesses he 
d id not attem pt to correct m istakes which he 
knew' existed, 
lie confesses he assessed the 
banks at one-half the capital stock contrary to 
law and his oath. 
lie confesses that he made 
no honest effort to get a full assessm ent of 
th e m oney and credits and merchandise, and 
capital engaged in m anufacture or list the 
m ilitary poll tax. 
H e also shows incompe­ 
tence. 
H e tells us th at his deputies used one 
stan d ard in assessing the value of cattle, 
w hile the county commissioners fixed anoth­ 
er. 
T his greatly reduced the valuation. 
He 
claim ed th at he was powerless to correct 
these errors. 
H e unnecessarily delayed mak­ 
ing his returns so that the board of equaliza­ 
tio n could not correct the injustice done by 
th e 
A rapahoe 
assessm ent 
to 
the 
rest 
of 
the 
state. 
In 
his 
testim ony 
he 
says 
he 
com pleted 
his 
assessment 
roll before the first M onday in July when the 
county com m issioners first met as a board of 
equalization. 
H e says this list was handed 
back to him corrected after the second meet­ 
ing on the third M onday in July, 
lie then 
k ep t it in his possession until early in October 
so th a t the county clerk could not comply 
w ith the law directing him to furnish an 
abstract of the assessm ent as early as the first 
M onday in A ugust. 
T here was no seasona­ 
ble excuse for this delay. 
The corrected roll 
w as copied on loose sheets not in a book 
w here one person only could have worked so 
th a t if necessary ten or more persons could 
have been put on this w ork and it could easi­ 
ly have been finished in two or three days 
instead of two or three months. 
W e cannot 
conee! re of any reason w hy there should have 
been this delay unless it was to prevent the 
sta te board of equalization from perform ing 
th e ir duty, and thus cover up the unjust anti 
erroneous assessm ent. 


A s required by II. C. li. No. 9, the under­ 
signed com m ittee m ade diligent inquiry in 
regard to the allegation that m any citizens of 
W elti and L arim er counties had driven stock 
into W yom ing for the purpose of evading as­ 
sessm ent in Colorado; but failed to find any 
indictm ent to sustain such charge. 


T he counties of El Paso and Boulder failed 
to levy one-fifth o f.a m ill for agricultural col­ 
lege and school of mines, but levied one-tenth 
of a m ill. 
T he testim ony of the auditor, 
herew ith annexed, shows that he sent the no­ 
tices as required by law, of the change made 
iu the statu te concerning revenue, but failed 
to retain any copy of said notice in his office, 
as the law requires. 
T he clerks of both El 
P aso anil Boulder counties m ake affidavit that 
th ey never received any such notice. 


L as A nim as and G unnison counties levied 
one-fiith of a will ¿or both the school of 


m ines and agricultural college; consequently 
are fu lly exonerated from any delinquency in 
regard to all levies required by law. 
. C oncerning C uster county, your committee 
has failed to secure, any evidence whatever, 
so are unable to say w hether said county 
m ade the legal levies or not, and the same is 
tru e of Pueblo county in regard to the levy 
fo r m ilitary poll tax. 


From the fact th at the auditor failed to as­ 
certain that E l P aso and Boulder counties did 
n o t m ake th e proper levy for the school of 
m ines and agricultural college for the year 
1S79 until Jan u ary , 1881, and th at no effort 
w as m ade to com pel said counties to make 
th e proper levy, it is reasonable to conclude 
th a t the state accounts are not kept in as per­ 
fect shape as they should be. 
In conclusion 
your com m ittee, w hile refraining from sug­ 
gesting any changes or am endm ents to the 
p resent revenue law which they consider a 
b ette r one than in use in most of the slates, 
yet they have no hesitation in asserting that 
m ost of th e trouble and irregularity in the 
county assessm ents arise from the fact that 
the law is not properly and rigidly enforced. 


Its enforcem ent w ill guarantee proper re­ 
tu rn s both by the assessors and county clerks 
at th e tim es specified by the statutes, and con­ 
seq u en tly the state board of equalization can 
then have no valid excuse for not performing 
its fu n ctio n s w hich it has failed to do for the 
past tw o year--.

BURSTING OP A BLAST 


Which Breaks the Arm of a Miner In Four 
Places. 


The E u rek a m ine, which is being developed 
on C heyenne m ountain, and which appears to 
In* show ing up well, was the scene yesterday 
m orning of a seven* accident which came very 
near ¡»roving fatal. 
Two miners. 31. Doug­ 
lass ami C harles Fram pton. wen* working in 
the tunnel on the night shift when the acci­ 
dent occurred. It was about 2 o'clock and the 
men had ju st exploded a shot of giant pow­ 
der and w ere engaged in putting in another 
blast of com m on gun powder when the acci­ 
dent occurred. 


'The m en wen* engaged in tamping the 
second blast w hen they observed a spark fly 
from th e tam p in g rod evidently fire struck 
from th e rock'. 
Im m ediately after the flash 
from th e rock the men saw a sputtering tiame 
which assurerl them that powder was burning. 
Quick as Hash they grasped the idea that there 
m ust be a seam down the drill hole in which 
pow der bad collected connecting with the 
m ain blast. 
T hey closed their eyes and threw 
them selves back alm ost j »rostra te awaiting the 
result in breathless terror. 
They had .not 
long to w ait, although that moment of waiting 
seem ed alm ost infinity to them, when then* 
was a ro ar as of artillery, a flash as of lightning, 
and the tw o m en were dashed bleeding and 
alm ost senseless to the rocky floor of the 
tunnel. 


W hen they recovered their senses they rec­ 
ognized th e fact that the prem ature discharge 
of a blast had been the cause of the disaster. 
Douglass w as 
helpless, his left arm Inn ing 
been broken in four places. 
Fram pton was 
less seriously 
injured, being burned in the 
face and his w hiskers being almost entirely 
singed off. 


W hen th e m en had sufficiently recovered to 
canvass th e situation Fram pton crawled out of 
the tunnel, anti reaching the camp of tin; su ­ 
p erintendent, Mr. J. W. Baird, informed him 
of the accident. 
Mr. Baird at once came to 
tins city and securing medical aid returned to 
the m ine. 
E very attention was given the 
w ounded m en, who were made as com fort­ 
able as possible under the circumstances. Mr. 
D ouglass w as brought to town yesterday and 
will be cared for until he recovers from his 
w ounds. 
F ram p to n was able to return to his 
work.

ABOUT NEW YORK POLITICS. 


There are some phases of the N ew York 
fight which are not alw ays considered.

An independent section w as alienated 
then by the insolent m anner in w hich Conk 
ling cracked the whip in the republican con­ 
vention of that year. 
Since then the state has 
frequently gone democratic. 
W hen it has 
been republican, except in 1873 and 1879, it 
has been through the hard w ork of this lib­ 
eral element. 
In 1871 the state w en t repub­ 
lican, because of the Tw eed fra u d s ; in 187-3 
because the full democratic strength in the 
state could not be polled for Greeley. 
From 
1873 to 1878 \t w ent democratic regularly. In 
1878 Conkling was conciliating and the im­ 
portance of the currency elem ent called forth 
the full liberal vote. 
This w as all th at saved 
the state.

In 18S0 it is well know n th a t the anti- 
Conkling men vigorously and loyally sup­ 
ported Garfield. 
Iu a fair tight betw een the 
republican and democratic parties, the former 
has not won since 1873 unless the element 
which Mr. Conkling snubs and has tried to 
drive out of the party, has been brought into 
line. 
It is therefore evident th a t placing the 
patronage of New York entirely in the hands 
of Conkling, to be used against th is class, is 
not in the interest of republican harmony, 
nor does' it ensure New Y ork to be republi­ 
can. 
W e m ight sum up the history of New 
York republican politics, so far as it bears on 
the Rotfertson fight, as follow s: 


First—Mr. Conkling introduced dissensions 
into the republican party in 1871, by boss- 
ism. 


Second—Since 1873 the republicans have 
not earned New York except by the co-opera­ 
tion of the liberal republicans or K elly demo­ 
crats. 


Third—These victories have not been due 
to Senator Conkling, but in spite of him. 
In­ 
dependents overlooked C onkling’s arrogance 
for the good of the party. 


Fourth—New York is no t now republican 
except by the union of all factions of the re* 
i publican party. 


Fifth —This union cannot be promoted by 
putting the patronage entirely into the hands 
of one section to be used against other sec­ 
tions. 


The conclusion is irresistible that if Mr 
Garfield wishes to keep New York republican 
he should recognize every faction of the party 
as republican. 
It is urged if this is done, that 
New York will not continue to be republican. 
In other words that Mr. Conkling will not be 
loyal to his party. 
As this is not alleged stal- 
wartism, this is not to be assumed. Mr. Conk­ 
ling should not allow a little patronage to in­ 
terfere with his 
allegiance to his party. 
Whenever it is understood that a republican 
victory in New York is a victory of the repub­ 
lican party and republican principles, and not 
a personal victory of Mr. Conkling and his 
machine, there has been and will be success. 
The only way to create this impression is to 
acknowledge in appointm ents and otherwise, 
that the republican party is made up of fac­ 
tions represented by Conkling, Fenton and 
Curtis. As the form er faction is the largest, 
it deserves more consideration, but not all of 
it. This alone can give union to the party and 
success.

M acaulay’s definition of a dog as "an ani- 
: nrnl that only spoiled conversation” is quite 
; characteristic of that eminent and, withal, 
monopolizing talker, who would have most 
unreservedly have indorsed the parody, “One 
m an’s pet is another man’s nuisance.'’ 
But 
Goethe's feeling had passed the bounds of 
boredom: dogs were an abhorrence to him; 
their barking drove him to distinction. 
Mr. 
Lewis tells us of the poet's troubles as theat­ 
rical manager of Weimar, when the cabal 
against him had craftly pursuaded the Duke 
Carl August, whose fondness for dogs was as 
remarkable as Goethe's aversion to them, to 
invite to his capital the comedian Karsten and 
his people, which had been performing, amid 
the 
enthusiastic acclamations of Paris imd 
Germany, the leading part of the melodrama 
of “The Dog of Montargis,” Goethe, being ap­ 
prised of this project, haughtily replied: 
“One of our theatre regulations stands, ‘No 
dogs admitted on the stage;"’ and thus dis­ 
missed the subject. 
But the invitation had 
already gone, and the dog arrived. 
After the 
first rehears-,d Goethe gave his highness the 
choice between the dog and his highness’ then 
stage manager; and the duke, angry at his 
opposition, severed a long friendship by a 
m ost offensive letterof dismissal. He quickly, 
however, came to his senses, and, repenting of 
his unworthy prejudice, wrote to the poet in 
a most conciliatory tone; but, though the 
cloud passed away, no entreaty could ever in­ 
duce Goethe to resume his,post. 
Alfred de 
M usset's dislike of dogs was intensified by un­ 
fortunate experience, for twice in his life a 
dog had gone near to wreck his prospects; 
'on&r, whc'i, at a r>yal hunting party, lie 
blunderingly shut Louis Phillippe's favorite 
pointer; and again, when, as a candidate for 
“lie Academy, he was paying the customary 
visit of ceremony to an influential immortal. 
Ju st as he rang at the chateau gate an ugly, 
muddy whelp rushed joyously and noisily to 
greet him, fawning upon the poet's new and 
dainty costume. •Reluctant to draw any dis­ 
tinction of courtesy, at such a time, between 
the Academician and his dog, lie had no al­ 
ternative but to accept the slimy carcass, and 
the escort of the animal into the sidmi. 
The 
embarrassment of his host he accounted for 
by the barely dsfensible behavior of his pet, 
but when the dog. having followed them into 
the dining-room, placed two muddy paws 
upon the cloth and seized the wing of a cold 
chicken, De Musset's suppressed wrath found 
relief in the reserved suggestion:

"Fond of dogs!"

The great increase of the literature of whist 
within the past few years is evidence that it 
is taking a higher place among intellectual 
pastimes than it ever occupied before. 
It is 
developing into a science which, nevertheless, 
includes a social element, by which it is made 
both agieeable and instructive. 
There would 
be as much sense in calling a problem of Eu­ 
clid immoral as in bringing that charge against 
whist. 
W hist stim ulates no unw orthy ambi­ 
tions and brings into action no qualities of the 
mind that ought to be repressed. 
It presents 
the conditions of an intellectual contest ; and 
instead of its being a game of chance, the 
purpose of good players is to fight against 
chance, as well as against play. 
A weak- 
minded person can never be a good whist 
player; and if we follow the history of the 
game and examine the characters and records 
of those who have been brilliant players, we 
Shall almost invariably find that they have 
been distinguished in other respects. 
A phy­ 
sician of eminence once said that he could tell 
the character of a person after seeing him in 
a game of whist. 
Perhaps that test would 
have failed him occasionally, but there are 
many things that can be pretty accurately in­ 
ferred by close observation of a person's 
methods in the quadrilaterel contest. 
Does 
he decide quickly and accurately, or does he 
suffer from over caution? Does he pursue a 
carefftlly acquired system under all circum­ 
stances; or, like a successful general, does he 
measure each new situation and execute 
brilliant coups outside the regularly pre­ 
scribed tactics? 
Is 
he a philosopher 
in 
defeat and 
a 
gentleman 
under all 
cir­ 
cumstances? Are his thoughts always at his 
command like well drilled soldiers, or do they 
straggle? These are a num ber of the p o in ts 
of character that ciur be gauged by an experi­ 
enced observer. 
The w hist j>layer who fol­ 
lows the game with a purpose to master all its 
intricacies and learn w hat it has to teach does 
not waste his time. 
H e is in a good training 
school for the development of mental quali­ 
ties and the correction of character. 
Consid­ 
erations like these have given the game of 
Avhist marvellous vitality and universality. It 
occuries a commanding place among human 
necessities. It is an agent of national enlight­ 
enment and social g-iowth and its benefits are 
being recognized now as they never were be­ 
fore. . To be a good w hist player in these 
days is to possess at least one leading accom­ 
plishment.

Like all the out-of-the-way parts of Paris, 
Q uartier des Epinettes is lighted by oil lamps, 
slung on wires across the street, or hanging 
at the desolate corners from a sort of wooden 
gallows. 
The back streets of this quarter 
(chiefly composed of low stone lnits with fiat 
red tile roofs) have a great resemblance to the 
old streets and lanes of the southern French 
towns—a resemblance which is not a little 
strengthened by the unsavory odors which 
prevail in this unfortunate district, which has 
acquired the w orst reputation for villainy 
of any 
in 
Paris. 
Nor is this to be 
wondered 
at. 
The endless labyrinths of 
small passages, the rambling houses with 
half a dozen entrances, and the numerous 
courts or “cités” which abound on all sides, 
m ake it a splendid place to hide in, or to es­ 
cape from , if 
pursued. These “cités” are 
m any of them of recent construction, and 
certainly reflect no credit on the persons who 
suffered them to be built. 
The space be­ 
tween what m ust by courtesy be called the 
houses, although they are far more like cat- 
tle-stalls, rarely exceeds four feet.

vision of 
any sort

drainage, and here .on either side of the foot­ 
way some of the most abandoned ruffians of 
Paris may be seen in the day time taking

Brevity not Clearness, 


B la c k w o o d 's Magazine. 


It is commonly supposed that brevity is the 
essense of a telegram, and that the shorter a 
message can be, the better; that if you have 
a thing to say in ten words, it is better to say 
it in seven; if you have a thing to say in sev­ 
en, it is better to say it in live. 
This appears 
to be the creed of the general telegram send­ 
er. 
Xo doubt, if his sole object be to swell 
the revenues of the state his procedure is 
laudable; but there are other considerations 
to be taken into account; and if he wishes 
his telegrams to be rendered in such guise 
that they shall be understood par (¡ai de 
droit, be will strive rather to make the word­ 
ing plain 
than laconic, 
Redundancy is, 
of course, to be avoided, Out too great breviiv 
is equally to be eschewed. 
Laconic writing, 
it is to luMborne in mind, tends to obscurity; 
obscurhir makes it impossible for the tele­ 
graph operator to know when he is sending 
sense and nonsense; and if he has no guide 
as to w hat he is sending, the chances are at 
least equal that he will go astray. 
There is 
no doubt another motive which weighs with 
some, and that is the desire that the message 
should not be intelligible to the officials 
through whose hands it will pass. 
But it is 
short-sighted policy to make the working ob­ 
scure, in order to frustrate hypothetic official 
curiosity. 
If secrecy is important, it would 
be better to use a cipher, in the majority of 
cases, however, the true plan is to take the 
officials into your 
confidence, and 
write 
your message in’ such guise that he who 
runs 
may read. 
As an 
illustration of 
the ingenuity with which people will express 
themselves, as if for the very purpose of de­ 
feating their own object, we may cite the fol­ 
lowing: 
A lady, some short time since, tele­ 
graphed: “Send them both thanks, ’ by which 
she-meant, "Thank you; send them both”— 
(the “both’’ referred to two servants.) 
The 
telegram reached its destination as “Send 
them both back,” thus making sense as the 
official mind would understand it, but a com­ 
plete perversion of the meaning of thew riter. 
N othing was gained by putting it in this way; 
the cost of the message would have been just 
the same if put differently, and as ihe tele­ 
graph ignores steps the message as it stood 
read like nonsense. It happens that “th” is 
not unlike "be” in the Morse alphabet, and 
this, coupled with the fact that "back” seemed 
to be required as the last work, fully explains 
the error.

brilliant uniform and with his charger, car­ 
ried melancholy reminders with it. 
Now thr 
house passes away into the occupation of 
strangers, ami the family of Sir Walter Scott 
is, we suppose, A ir tu a lly extinct. 
Yet Al>- 
botsford must always be a place to which, as 
to Xewstead, reverential visitors, as well as 
tlu; merely curious, will turn from every 
country. 
Am ericans and Australians are 
much more anxious, it is said, about Abbots­ 
ford and Xewstead than sightseers from any 
other part of the world, even from England, 
Ireland, or Scotland herself.

A Long Delayed Funeral. 


C incinnati Commercial, May 3. 


During the battle at Droop Mountain, W est 
Virginia, November (5, 1S03, First Sergeant 
Jacob i'rintz, of the Twenty-eighth Ohio was 
shot through the head anil instantly killed. 
His brother Lew. Frintz, helped to bury the 
body on the Held, and left several distinguish­ 
ing "marks by which the grave could be recog­ 
nized. 
W hen in 1SI>7 the government remov­ 
ed the dead fiom Droop Mountain to Grafton, 
bv some oveisigat the body of Sergeant Frintz 
was overlooked, and after a continued corres­ 
pondence with the authorities at Washington 
and at Grafton, without gaining any definite 
information, Mr. Lew. i'rintz came to the 
conclusion that his brother's body still rested 
where he had buried it, and he accordingly 
left for W est Virginia and the old battlefield 
last week for the. purpose of making a thor­ 
ough search. 


Time had so changed the face of nature 
that but few if any of the old landmarks 
were recognizable, and the search would have 
been fruitless, but that a farmer named Mc­ 
Carty remembered that in ploughing he had 
turned up a couple of stones that lie thought 
might be the head and foot stones of a grave. 
Upon digging down at the spot a hotly was 
discovered, which was identified by the hole 
in the skull and a few boards placed over it 
by the living brother, as that of the gallant 
sergeant, who had died in defense ot his 
cause, and had lain so long in an unknown 
and unhonored grave. 


A fter carefully disinterring the remains 
and preparing them for shipment to this city, 
Lew. Frintz returned yesterday to arrange for 
a fitting funeral, which will take place next 
Sunday afternoon. 


Orchid Hunting Along the Rio Negro. 


In a recent letter to the World, written at 
the little settlem ent of Tauapassua, Rio Ne­ 
gro. Brazil, Mr. Earitest Morris corrects the 
statem ent made in a previous letter, that the 
prince of cattleyas, C. El Dorado, is a habitat 
of high forests. 
It is a native of the low­ 
lands only, the error now corrected having 
arisen from his mistaking a schomburgkia for 
the cattleya. 
Cattleya El Dorado, he says, is 
found only on the Xegro, but C. superba has 
an 
immense 
range, 
being 
found 
not only throughout the whole Rio Xegro re­ 
gion, but up the Amazon as far a.s Teffe and 
at the m outh of the Japaru. There are 
several varieties of C. El Dorado. The most 
beautiful has sepals and petals of a clear rose, 
w ith lips of a most beautiful crimson and 
throat of deep orange. 
The flowers are large 
and delicately fragrant, and bloom in January 
or February. 
Among other orchids collected 
(and the first th at I have seen) was a tall 
growing epidendrum (?) which produces its 
flowers, from the top of the stem. Six speci­ 
m ens of this plant were found near Taua­ 
passua, every one growing in an ants’ nest. 


Speaking of his collections, Mr. Morris 
says: 
“Besides the orchids 1 brought with 
me num erous twigs and branches which were 
covered with cauchy (a sediment deposited by 
the water, and very common in low forests), 
which has poisoned my hands and face. 
I 
propose to distribute among the orchid grow­ 
ers at home specimens of this cauchy. 
It 
should be found in every hothou.se, and it 
would show the lover of orchids, did he but 
ouch it, w hat a collector undergoes.”

HYDRANTS NEEDED. 


Same Lsssons Suggested by Denver's G-rea t 
Fixe. 


Our telegraph columns yesterday contained 
an account of the burning of Zang’s brew ery 
in Denver, by which property to the am ount 
of 8150,000 was destroyed all of w hich m ight 
have been saved if there had beem serviceable 
hydrants near the building.. One hydrant 
which was within about 300 feet of the brew- 
ersy w as disabled by the blowing off of the 
cap, and the next nearest one was 2,300 feet 
distant. 
Hose was attached to this but there 
was not head enough to force the w ater 
through nearly half a mile of hose and throw 
it upon the flames. 
The condition of affairs 
is thus described by the Tribune: 


Notwithstanding considerable tim e had been 
consuned, tlie fire had made but little progress 
when the Bates and hook and laddler companies 
reached the scene, and might have been extin­ 
guished had it been within the power of the 
firemen to do anything at all. 
There was but 
one fire plug within easy reach, and this was 
rendered unserviceable by the bursting of the 
cap-head the instant the firemen turned on the 
water. There was but one more plug, but 
this was a long ways off, and it was necessary 
to splice out a line of hose to reach it. Before 
this could be accomplished the flames had 
burst from the room and by a strong wind 
blowing from the north, were sw ept like a 
flash throughout the large brick building. 


The result was that the valuable building 
was destroyed, and 8150,000 worth of prop­ 
erty melted to nothing in the flames. 
Our at­ 
tention was called to this m atter yesterday, by 
Chief Pixley, of our own fire departm ent,w ho 
recently applied to the city council for fifteen 
new hydrants for Colorado Springs. 
T he 
council recognized the importance of putting 
in these hydrants, but the appropriation for 
such matters being nearly exhausted the coun­ 
cil did not feel justified in allowing the whole 
requisition. 
However, they voted to put in 
five new hydrants. 
The council acted in this 
m atter with due regard to economy, and with 
the purpose of making the best of an unfor­ 
tunate condition of affairs. 


Chief Pixley, however, is anxious th at the 
city should be amply provided w ith protection 
from lire and the recent conflagration in Den­ 
ver has confirmed him in his earnest desire 
that more hydrants should be purchased. 
In 
company with him last evening we looked 
over the map of the city and he pointed out 
ten points in the city which were in need of 
fire plugs. 
The places are as follow s: 


Pike's Peak avenue near Corona street. 
Dale street near Corona. 
W ilamettc avenue near Cascade avenue. 
Costilla street near Cascade avenue. 
Rio Grande street between Nevada and 
Weber. 


Kiowa street between Nevada and W eber. 
Cucharas street between Tejon and Nevada. 
Cascade avenue between Cucharas and Ver- 
mijo. 


St. Vrain street and W ahsatch avenue. 
In the alley near Session’s carpenter shop. 
All of these places should be protected 
with hydrants, and only live of them have 
been provided for. 
The burning of 
one 
house of any considerable size w ould destroy 
more property than the five extra hydrants 
would cost. 
Of course the council are fully 
justified in practicing the most rigid econ­ 
omy, and it is not our intention to criticise 
their action in the least. 
We m erely desire 
to suggest that if they can devise^ means to 
secure 
the hydrants needed, in the light 
of the recent destruction of property in Den­ 
ver caused by the lack of hydrants, such ac­ 
tion would, doubtless, meet w ith general ap­ 
proval.

But die most striking part of the report is 
that, referring to the assessment of personal 
property. The discussion of this point is ex­ 
haustive and shows that Arapahoe is assessing 
less and less of its personal property. 
The re­ 
port shows that in Arapahoe county, the 
financial and business centre of the state, the 
personal property is only 21 per cent, of the 
entire valuation while in the rest of the state 
it is 4!) per cent. 
If the same ratio exists out- 
side the county the valuation would be re­ 
duced >l.’i.000.DUO. 
We call the attention of 
our readers to a careful consideration of this 
part of the report. 


The report is now made and the facts are 
before the people of the state. 
T he conclu­ 
sion is irresistible that Arapahoe did not pay 
her share of the state's taxes in 1SS0.

Vining, general freight agent of the 
Union Pacific road, to Mr. S. W. Eccles, gen­ 
eral freight agent of the Denver & Rio Grande 
road, in which Mr. Vining said that the pres­ 
ent rates between Denver and Leadville were 
higher than on other portions of the Union 
Pacific line, and asked Mr. Eccles to join in 
reducing the rates one-half. 
A t first blush 
this seems very generous. 
But the Denver 
Republican, in a very interesting article, 
shows the evident insincerity of the proposi­ 
tion by comparison of Denver & Rio Grande 
rates with Colorado Central rates. 
The dis­ 
tance from Georgetown to Denver is 52 miles, 
and from Leadville 280 miles. 
The charges 
for classified freights is half as much, though 
the distance is live times as great. 
The rates 
to Georgetown, 52 miles, are greater than to 
Canon City. 180 miles. 
The special rate on 
ore is S5.00 per ton from Leadville to "Denver, 
while it. is 85.40 from Georgetown to Denver. 
This special rate is higher on the Colorado 
Central, for a distance five times less than to 
Leadville. 
These facts show that Mr. Vining 
not only was insincere, but was not accurate 
in statem ent in saying the rates from Denver 
to Leadville were higher than on other por­ 
tions of the Union Pacific line. The Republi­ 
can also calls attention to the fact that the 
Kansas Pacific is hauling coke for a rate much 
less than grain from Junction City to Denver, 
in order to injure our coke ovens in this state, 
thus discriminating against- a Colorado in­ 
dustry. 


Mhe Republican makes the following severe 
comments on this actions of Mr. Vining: 


From the above figures, facts and comparison, 
it is not difficult to see th at the proposition of 
th e U n io n P acific contained in the communica­ 
tion of F reig h t A g en t V in in g is inconsistent, 
and a specie o f railroad demagoguery, th a t tol­ 
erated, would wreck untold inUiry on th e com­ 
m erce and industries <n the shite. 
It is not the 
d e sir e ot' the KepubliCiin to discourage a reduc­ 
tion in tb e freights named, b u t if a reduction 
must come, let it be general, and not confined t> 
any one louiuhy, to tin; detriment of the busi­ 
ness in other section- o f like or lesser import­ 
a n ce. 
It is til1' opinion of prominent railroad 
men that the proposition of the Union Pacific is 
insincere, and th a t the communication was sent 
fo r an object not visible on the surface. 
How­ 
e v e r th is m a y be, time alone will disclose. 


The merchants generally will he pleased 
w ith any honest effort on the part of a rail­ 
road to make an equitable and general reduc­ 
tion in rates. 
But this is evidently not Mr. 
Vining*s purpose. 
Any reduction in rates 
which are for the purpose of discrimination 
will prove injurious to merchants and busi­ 
ness, and will be greatly discouraged. 
The 
Union Pacific has an excellent opportunity to 
show its benevolent, disposition on the local 
business of its Colorado Central line, where 
it has no competition. 
Its active sympathy 
in behalf of reduction of rates from Denver 
to Pueblo reminds one of the willingness of

Mr. G. F. Wright, in a paper read before 
the American Association for th e Advance­ 
ment- of Science, and published in th e Fel>- 
ruary number of the American Jo u rn a l of 
Science and Arts, has made an atte m p t to cal­ 
culate approximately the date o f the glacial 
era in Eastern North America by studying 
the depth of one of the bowl-shaped depres­ 
sions which abound in the m oraines and 
kames of New England. 
These depression* 
are of all shapes and sizes, from sym m etrical 
“kettle holes" to ponds and lakes o f no mean 
dimensions. 
It is evident that th ey cannot 
always exist, for they are, w earing dow n at 
the top and Idling up at the bottom . 
F o r the 
same reason we know' that they cannot al­ 
ways have been in existence. 


The basin chosen by Mr. W right for his in­ 
vestigations was one located n e a r Pom p's 
Pond, in Andover, Mass., w ith a d iam eter of 
880 feet, and having an accum ulation of peat 
90 ft. in diameter at the bottom. I t is evident 
that since the formation of the crater-like de­ 
pression no material can have reached the 
bottom except from three sources: 
(l) 
The 
wash from the sides; (2) the decay of the 
vegetation growing within the rim ; and (8) 
the dust brought by the winds. 
T h e problem 
is to determine the time it w ould require 
these three agencies to fill the bottom of this 
bowl to a depth of 24 feet, which w ould be 
equal to a depth of only S feet over its present 
surface - the present depth .(17 feet) being 
estimated from the angle of declivity.

period, whose marks we now study in these 
low latitudes, synchronized w ith the last 
period of high eccentricity of th e e arth 's 
orbit, which closed about 80,000 y ears ago, 
and whose maximum influence m u st have 
been exerted about 200,000 or 210,000 years 
since. 
But once in 21,000 years the astronom ­ 
ical conditions dependent upon the precession 
of the equinoxes for a glaciation of tin* 
northern latitudes occur, though ow ing to the 
present low eccentricity of the e arth 's orbit 
this iutiuence is now at its m inim um . 


The question with tin'crater-like depression 
above-mentioned is: 
Could this have stood 
with so little change for *80,000 years ? or 
even for 40,000 years, as supposed 
by Prof. 

If the close of the great glacial 
period be so far back, as Mr. (’roll and (ieikie

The front will be three full stories in height 
and the entire building will be covered with a 
Mansard roof lighted by dormer windows. 
A 
tower will be erected in the centre of the front 
and a broad flight of steps will lead to the1 
grand entrance which will conduct one to the 
vestibule. An elegant portico will be erected 
over the grand entrance and the whole effect 
will be very pleasing. 


The proposed new building will be erected 
011 the north of the central building, and will 
correspond in general dimensions with the 
south wing, winch was built last year. 
It 
will be three stories in height and the mate­ 
rial will be stone. 
The ground plan of the 
north w ing will be 33xG6 feet in dimensions. 
The basement will be divided into four 
rooms, namely, printing office of the Deaf 
Mute Index; workshop; boy’s play room, 
and a private room. 
The printing office will 
be 20x21 feet in size; the workshop 17x22, 
and the play room 20x22. 
These rooms are 
all of ample size, and will give excellent ac­ 
commodations for the purposes intended. 


The second floor will be devoted to an en­ 
largement of the present, school room capac­ 
ity. 
There will be four school rooms, each 
15x20 feet in size, and a tutor’s room 11x11, 
These rooms are needed and will greatly relieve 
the pressure now caused by lack of room. 
These rooms will be furnished with all the 
appliances necessary for the successful in­ 
struction of the pupils. 


The third floor will be used as a dormitory 
and will be divided into seven sleeping apart­ 
ments all of good size. 
The Mansard roof 
will give room for the establishm ent of other 
sleeping accommodations, if in the course of 
time they are needed. The R uttan ventilating 
and heating system will be adopted and two 
new furnaces will be put in. 


The estimated cost of the new building and 
the extensive re-modeling is 815,000. 
Bids 
will soon be received for work 011 the build­ 
ing which will be pressed to an early comple­ 
tion.

Interesting Matters of News Prom the Car­ 
bonate Oamps.

L e a d v il l e , May 18, 
1881.— The Holy 
Cross district is now attracting more attention 
than any other in the vicinity of Leadville. 
Apparently authentic reports represent it as 
unusually rich in gold bearing quartz veins, 
some of them of great extent and producing 
ore which will mill from tw enty to forty dol­ 
lars per ton; others of less extent, but carry­ 
ing much richer ore. 
Many beautiful speci­ 
mens of extremely rich quartz have been ex­ 
hibited here. 
The veins are very numerous 
and easily found, since the outcroppings can 
frequently be traced for long distances. Many 
of the veins are of course valueless. 
During 
the winter it was reported at Leadville that 
very rich tellftrium ore had been found 
in

mens 
of 
tellurium 
were 
exhibited 
to support the assertion. 
I am informed, 
however, by a very intelligent and reliable 
party who has just returned from the district 
that 110 tullurium has yet been discovered 
there. 
He says there can be no* question as to 
the standing the district will take among the 
gold camps of Colorado. 
H e thinks it will 
quickly assume the same relative position as 
Leadville among the silver camps. 
The Gold 
Point Mining company owns valuable property 
there and already has a first-class twenty- 
stamp mill on the ground. 
This mill will be 
in operation in a few days, and if the ores 
mill as freely as represented, will soon solve 
the problem of profit or loss without question. 
The snow is till quite deep in the district and 
no surface prospecting can be done for some 
time.

S tafford House, St. Jam es, perhaps the most 
m agnificent residence in L ondon; of Trent- 
1mm Hall, Staffordshire; of D unrobin Castle, 
S utlierlandshire; and half a dozen m ore pal­ 
aces in different portions of England. 
He 
possesses one of the rarest collections of pic­ 
tu re s and other art treasures in the world, 
an d can call many thousand acres of the 
finest land in England and Scotland his pri­ 
v ate property, one estate including nearly the 
w hole of the county of Sutherland. 
A small 
railroad, a couple of yachts, and a herd of 
w ild cattle may be named as p a rt of the 
d u k e ’s miscellaneous possessions. 


H is Grace, whose fam ily nam e is George- 
Granviile-AVilliain-Sutherland-Leveson-Gow­ 
er, w as born in 1828, and is consequently in 
h is 51st year. He married w hen only *20 years 
of age a peeress in her own rig h t and a great 
heiress, Ann, Ccunt ¡ss of Crom artie, am i by 
h er has several children, the oldest of whom, 
C rom artie, Marquis of Stafford, accom panies 
his father.

Abundant Evidence of Fraud and Favoritism. 


Board of Equalization [Responsible for Ine- 


qualities of the Assessment. 


The following is the full text of the report 


of the joint committee of the legislature on 
the alleged erroneous assessment in Arapahoe 
and other counties: 


To his Excellency V. W. Pitkin, governor of 


Colorado. 
During the last session of the legislature 


senate concurrent resolution was adopted by 
both houses which directed the undersigned 
committee to investigate the charges that the 
assessment of Arapahoe county was errone- 
ous and unjust to the other counties of the 
state. This resolution is marked A. and will 
te found with the other documents. On Jan- 
uary 81st house concurrent resolution No. 9 
was adopted in the house extending the in- 
vestigation to the counties of Weld, Larimer, 
Boulder,- Gunnlson, Las Anhnasj El Paso, 
1'ucbio and duster. This was adopted by the 
senate February 2nd, and will be found* with 
accompanying documents marked "B." .The 
committee began the investigation as soon as 
the session closed and have examined a large 
miyiber of witnesses and have had several 
meetings. As a result of this investigation, we 
beg leave to submit the following report: 


A casual examination of the "tabular sta- 


tistics for 1879 and 1880, as returned by coun- 
ties" which is found in the state auditor's re- 
port for 1879 and 1880, showed there was 
some- foundation for the charges that the 
Arapahoe assessment was unfair.1 The assess-^ 
ment of 1880 for Arapahoe from this appear- 
ed unjust both from comparisons witli the 
assessment of 1879, and witli the assessment

, sive or satisfactory. He does not show, that 
:;the assessment of 1879 included untaxable 


land, but simply intimates that it may. As 
this theory is entirely a matter of conjecture, 
it can have no weight. Your committee can 
simply say that the discrepancy of about 
9,000 acres in the assessment of land between 
the years of 1879 and 1880 is unexplained. 


1 But- dismissing the question of acreage, 
there is an undervaluation of the laud in 1880 
as compared with 1879. In 1879 131,424.40 
acres of land were valued at $1,778,595, and 
in 1880 122,338.83 acres at $1,123,690. fills 
gives an average value to the land of $14 per 
acre in 1879, and of , $9 ih'1880. In explain- 
ing this discrepancy Mr. Roberts, the assessor 
of Arapahoe, simply 'said that the assessment 
of 1879 was too high. -'But this , does not 
explain 
it. 
This 
land- 
was 
npt 


worth as much in 1879 as hi 1880. There was 
during the spring of 1880 a large advance in 
the land contiguous to Denver. If the assess- 
ment of $9 per acre is fair in 1880,'an assess- 
ment of $7 or $8 per acre would have .been 
fair in 1879. According to this the land hi 
Arapahoe was assessed in 1879 from 75 to 100 
per cent, too iuuch. This is of eourse absurd. 
Had the same valuation per acre; as was 
given in 1879 been given to the laud in 1880, 
the valuation in. 1880 would have1 been 56 per 
cent, more than it is. If the assessment in 
1880 was just, the assessment in 1879 was an 
extortion which the land owners would not 
have submitted to, nor one which any board 
of county commissioners would have allowed. 
Even hi 1877 with less acreage and fewer im- 
provements, the total assessment was $1,310,- 
3'JO or only §0,000 less, than in 1880. 
These 


comparisons prove quite conclusively that the 
valuation of land in 1880 was too low. The 
fact that the assessor . lays 'so much stress on 
the -high assessment for 1879 would show 
from the results tha't there was an effort made 
to reduce below a fair figure the assessment of 
1880 to compensate for the alleged over assess- 
ment of 1879. 


Regarding the assessment, for merchandise 


the committee took a large amount of 'testi- 
mony from Denver merchants, "which is sub- 
nutted herewith. 
This testimony goes to 


prove that the business of 1880 . was much 
heavier than in 1879, but does not show that 
the stock of merchandise was much greater. 
We cannot, therefore,, coi'ue to. any definite 
conclusion in regard to this subject. 
. 


Denver had -among her manufacturing in- 


dustries the largest smelting -works in the 
suite, a rolling mill, several machine shops en- 
gaged in the manufacture of expensive m«r, 
wunery,' ami' a .whip and leather 'factory. 
ihese industries" 'lalone must require' -on im- 
mense capita), far in excess of that given in. 
•uie testimony of the assessor which accom- 
panies this, shows' that no effort was made to 
obtain returns for the capital employed' in, 
these industries; as • he is required' to do by 
sectiou.28 of .the revenue laws. Your atten- 
tion is called to the testimony of the assessor 
ou the subject which shows that no seriousf 
snort was made to assess all the inauuf aotur- 
hig property.

In money and credits there is a reduction 


from 1879. In the assessment of 1879 they 
were $688,037, and 1880 $369,756. There is a 
reduction of nearly one half. The-assess- 
ment of money and credits of Arapahoe, is 
25,000 less than that of El Paso comity, and 
only one-third (X) of that of Lake county. 
At this time the banks of Denver had about 
$6,000,000 on deposit, or nearly sixteen times 
as much as the entire amount of money anil 
credits returned. This has the stamp, "of 
fraud on its. face. 
Of about one .hundred 


names of parties in Arapalioe who were as- 
sessed at over $20,000, only seventeen (17) 
return any money and credits. Of; twenty- 
four persons in Denver assessed with $50,- 
000 and over, we find only two (2) who return 
any 
money or credits. Mr. lioberts ex- 


plained tins in his testimony by saying that 
"Some parties have got government bauds, 
notes, securities and loans, and of course ev- 
eryone knows that these men have ti}ose 
things, and do not know how much. 
On the 


30th of April they go to work and make a 
transfer of all this to some broker east, and 
when a couple of days go by they get hun- 
gry and it all comes back to .them. That is 
just the way to account for all tills business." 
It,should be noticed that this is Mr. lioberts' 
own'testimony and not an inference of. the 
committee. 
The. committee only knows that 


the richest men do not return money and 
credits. It thus seems that the rich men of 
Denver are avoiding their just taxes by dis- 
honesty. This is certainly a matter for in- 
vestigation and denunciation. For if the 
rich men of Denver do this, those of other 
cities will follovy their example. This is a 
matter of grave importance, because'It is in- 
troducing a dangerous as well as ' dishonest 
precedent. If it is generally known, there 
will be an effort to shirk the tax altogether.' 
It is a question whether the county board of 
equalization has done its duty in this matter. 
It must be apparent to them that the returns 
are fraudulent and erroneous. It is unjust 
to" the taxpayers of moderate circumstances, 
who make'honest returns and pay their pro- 
portion of the taxes. The assessment roll 
shows that most of the money and credits 
were returned by those who are not known as 
capitalists, and who make no ostentatious 
show'of wealth. 


The committee found in examining the 


bank officers that returns were made on only 
one-half the capital stock by an arrangement 
with the county commissioners. The, com- 
missioners deny such an agreement was made, 
but still they were cognizant of the fact that 
bply half tUe' capital stocl^yaa.-i^tumgd^ 
failed-to exercise-the:pdwe'rglvra'ifftwSi 
utes to raise the returns. It was done be the 
consent of the commissioners. This is mani- 
festly unjust and contrary to the law and the 
commissioners are in a measure culpable. It 
is the most positive proof that favoritism was 
shown by them and that fthey endeavored to 
keep down the assessment to as low a figure 
as possible, The assessor failed in his duty 
because he was riot obliged to take their re- 
returns as he knew the amount of capital 
stock and there could be no dodging or fraud 
except by the collusion of the county assessor 
and county board of equalization. The ten- 
dency which the foregoing shows of return-; 
ing absurdly low amounts for the different 
items of personal property because of the 
looseness of the county assessor in malting 
assessments is shown hi several small items 
as follows:

Of course there can be no reasonable expla- 


nation of this decrease in a city .growing as 
rapidly as Denver. Some of -these items are 
even below the assessment of 1878. The ten- 
dency is to assess less and less thoroughly the 
personal property. The following is a com- 
parison of the personal and real property in 
the assessments since 1879: 
., 
, 


proportion is Jefferson, which has 23 per cent. 
The other counties contain from 82 to 60 per 
cent personal property. In the entire state 
outside of Arapahoe, the proportion of per- 
sonal property to the entire valuation -is over 
49 per cent. The valuation outside of Arapa- 
ahoe is 854,945.506.88. The real property, in- 
cluding railroads, is §28,929,108.68 and the 
personal §20,010,325.70. Arapahoe's proportion 
of personal property to the whole valuation is 
therefore considerably less than one-half of 
that returned by the rest of the state. In ex- 
act figures Arapahoe has proportionately only 
48 per cent.' of the personal' property that the 
rest of the state has. This is a fact that will 
astonish those whose reflect. We have shown 
in the earlier part of this report that the real 
property was not very fully assessed. The 
acreage of land in Arapahoe was reduced in 
the assessment from last year over 9,000 and 
the valuation over $650,000- The town and 
city lots were only assessed 60 per cent, of 
their cash value as compared with the prices 
which property in Denver brought about the 
time of the assessment in April aiid May, 1880. 
But still, notwithstanding the valuation of 
.real property was incomplete and low, we-lind 
it was 79 per cent, of the total valuation, while 
in the rest of the state the real property was 
only 51 per cent, of the total valuation. If 
the proportion of real to personal property be 
the same hi Arapahoe as in the rest of the 
state, then Arapahoe assessed only 43 per 
cent, as much of her personal property as the 
rest of the state did. Is the proportion of 
personal to real property as great in Arapalioe 
as elsewhere in the state? We think it un- 
doubtedly is. The leading items in personal 
property are live stock, capital In manufac- 
tures, merchandise, money and credits and 
household property. In live stock Arapalioe 
is one of the leading counties; in manufac- 
tures she has more than the rest of the state 
combined. In merchandise she carries not 
only- a stock for her own inhabitants 
but as a business centre, for the whole state. 
In money and credits she keeps more than 
her proportion as the financial centre Of 
the 


state. When the last assessment was made 
there were 36,000,000 in deposit in the banks, 
a larger amount, probably, than all the rest of 
the banks of the state had. As for house- 
hold property to be assessed, it is only just to 
expect that Arapahoe should show as muclr 
in proportion as to the entire valuation iis 
otuei counties in the state, but shows only 48 
.per cent, as much. We are forced to conclude 
therefore, that personal property in Arapahoe 
is unjustly and unfairly assessed as compared 
with other counties. If the state board of 
equalization had met, it should have reduced 
the total valuation of personal property in 
other counties 57 per cent, in order to have 
made the assessment of personal property in 
the entire state just and equitable as compar- 
ed with Arapahoe county. The effect of this 
would be to reduce the valuation of personal 
propertaviu the state $15,000,000. These facts 
are startling and indicate that either the 
Arapahoe assessment must be more honestly 
made or else that the assessment of the state 
must be largely reduced so that other coun- 
ties will hot be compelled to pay more than 
their share,,pf, the taxes., This reducti 


mines and agricultural coljdge; consequently 
are fully exonerated from any delinquency in 
regard to all levies, required by law. 
'. Concerning Ouster county, your committee 
has failed to secure any evidence whatever, 
so are unable to say whether said county 
made the legal levies or not, and the same is 
true of Pueblo county in regard to the levy 
for military poll tax. 


From the fact that the auditor failed to as- 


certain that El Paso and Boulder counties did 
not make the proper levy for the school of 
mines and agricultural college for the year 
1879 until January, 1881, and that no effort 
was made to compel said counties to make 
the proper levy, it is reasonable to conclude 
that the state accounts are not kept in as per- 
fect shape as they should be. In conclusion 
your committee, while refraining from sug- 
gesting any changes or amendments to the 
present revenue law which they consider a 
better one thin in use in most of the states, 
yet they have no hesitation in asserting that 
liiost of the trouble nnd irregularity in the 
county assessments arise from the fact that 
the law Is not properly and rigidly enforced. 
. Its enforcement will guarantee proper're- 
turns both by the assessors and county clerics 
at the times specified by the statutes, and con- 
sttruently the state board of equalization can 
then have no valid excuse for not performing 
its functions which it has failed to do for the 
past two years.

It will be no- 
ticed that the percentage of personal property 
has been rapidly decreasing since 1878. . We 
draw special attention to this because it shows 
that the tendency which we have shown to 
exist in special cases, exists In the assessment 
as a whole. This undervaluation of personal 
property which is shown by .comparison with 
Arapahoe's former assessment is also shown 
by comparison .with the-assessments of other 
counties, as shown by tUe.following table :—

Another striking feature of the assessment 


is the military poll tax. In 1879 the number 
of polls was 8,559 and Jn 1880 1,785. This 
discrepancy is explained somewhat flippantly 
as jollows,. by Mr. Koberts : "It is supposed 
that only the male portion of the community 
serve in the militia, but Tuerpening reversed 
that rule and put in the females." It is hard- 
ly necessary to state' that this does not explain 
it. • In 1879 there were more voters than were 
in this poll list. In 1880 7,793 were cast, so 
that not more than a fourth of the polls were 
collected. The real explanation is 'that Mr. 
Roberts did not endeavor to collect the mili- 
tary poll tax. It was collected only of those 
who brought in returns. The. injustice of 
this to other counties is evident, because the 
'Arapahoe militia gets about half the entire 
tax collected, and many counties which col- 
lect witli comparative thoroughness the mi-' 
litia tax, do not get a, cent from the fund. 


The committee are compelled by the facts 


given to come to the conclusion that the as- 
sessment of Arapahoe county for 1880 was er- 
roneous and unjust to the other counties of 
the state. The blame tor this must rest pri- 
marily on the assessor. We call special atten- 
tion to his testimony which shows he was 
negligent and incompetent. He confesses he 
did not attempt to correct mistakes which he 
knew existed. He confesses he assessed the 
banks at one-half the capital stock contrary to 
law and his oath. lie confesses that lie made 
no honest effort to, get a full assessment of 
the money and credits and merchandise, and 
capital engaged In manufacture or list the 
military poll tax. He' also shows incompe- 
tence. He tells us that his deputies used one 
standard in assessing the value of cattle, 
while the county commissioners' fixed anoth- 
er. This greatly reduced the valuation. He 
claimed that he was powerless to correct 
these errors. He unnecessarily delayed mak- 
ing his returns so that the board of equaliza- 
tion could not correct the injustice done by 
the 
Arapahoe assessment to the 
rest

roll before the first Monday in July when the 
county commissioners first met as .a board-of 
equalization. He says this list wt,s handed 
back to him corrected after the second meet- 
ing on the third Monday in July. He then 
kept it in his possession until early in October 
so that the county, clerk could not comply 
with the law directing him to furnish an 
abstract of the assessment as early as the first 
Monday in August. There was no seasona- 
ble excuse for this delay. The corrected roll 
was copied on loose sheets not in a book 
where one person only could have worked so 
that if necessary ten or more '.persons could 
have been put on this work and it could easi- 
ly have been finished in two or three days 
Instead of two or three months. We cannot 
conceive of any reason why there should have 
been this delay unless it was to prevent the 
state board' of equalization from performing 
their duty, and thus cover up the unjust and 
erroneous assessment. 
• 


As required by H. C. K. No. 9, the under- 


signed committee made diligent inquiry in 
regard to the allegation that many citizens of 
Weld and Larimer counties had driven stock 
into Wyoming for -the purpose of evading as- 
sessment in Colorado; but failed to find any 
indictment to -Sustain such charge,' 


The counties of El Paso and BbuUl6rfa.ll.ed 


to levy one-fifth of .a mlirfor agricultural col- 
lege and school of mines,; but levied one-tenth 
of a mill. The testimony of the auditor, 
herewith annexed, shows that lie soiit the no- 
tices as required by law, of the change made 
in the statute concerning revenue, l>ut f ailed 
to retain any copy of said notice in his office, 
as the law requires.

OF A BLAST 


Which Breaks the Arm of a Miner la Four 


Places, 


' The Eureka mine, which is being developed 


on Cheyenne mountain, and which appears to 
be showing up well, was the-scene yesterday 
morning of a severe accident which came very 
near proving fatal. Two miners, 31. Doug- 
lass and Charles Frampton, were working in 
the tunnel on the night shift when the acci- 
dent occurred. It was about 2 o'clock and the 
men had just exploded a shot of giant pow- 
der and were engaged in putting in another 
blast of common gun powder when the acci- 
dent occurred. 


The men were engaged in tamping the 


second blast when they observed a spark fly 
from the tamping rod evidently fire struck 
from the rock. Immediately after the flash 
from the rock the men saw a sputtering flame 
which assureTl them that powder was burning. 
Quick as Hash they grasped the idea that there 
must be a seam down the drill hole in which 
powder had collected connecting with the 
main blast. They closed their eyes and threw 
themselves back almost prostrate awaiting the 
result in breathless terror. They had:Jiot 
long to wait, although that moment of waiting 
seemed almost infinity to them, when there 
was a roar as of artillery, a flash as of lightning, 
and the two men were dashed bleeding and 
almost senseless to the rocky floor of the 
tunnel. 
\ 


When they recovered their senses they rec- , 


oguized the fact that the premature discharge 
of a blast had been the cause of the disaster. 
Douglass was helpless, his left arm having 
been broken in four places. Frampton was 
less seriously injured, being burned in the 
face and his whiskers being almost entirely 
singed oft'. 


When the men 'had sufficiently recovered to 


^canvass the situation Frampton crawled out of 
the tunnel, and reaching the camp of the su- 
perintendent, Mr. J. AV. Baird, informed him 
of the accident. Mr. Baird at once came to 
this city and securing medical aid returned to 
the mine. Every attention was given . the 
wounded men, who were made as comfort- 
able as possible under the circumstances. 3Ir. 
Douglass was brought to town yesterday and 
will be cared for until he recovers from his 
wounds. Frampton was able to return to his 
work.

Like all the out-of-the-way parts of Paris, 


Quartler des Epinettes is lighted by oil lamps, 
slung on wires across the street, or hanging 
at the desolate comers from a sort of wooden 
gallows.

Brevity not Clearness, 


Blaokwood's Magazine. 


It is'commonly supposed that brevity is the 


essense of a telegram, and that the" shorter a 
message can be, the better; that if yon have 
a thing-to say iu ten words, it is better to-say 
it in seven; if you have a thing to say in sev- 
en, it is better to say it in live. This' appears 
to be the creed of the general telegram send- 
er. No doubt, if ills sole object be to swell 
tlie revenues of the state his procedure is 
laudable; but there are other considerations 
to be taken into account; and if he wishes 
his telegrams to be rendered in such guise 
that they shall be understood pur rjul do 
drolt, he will strive rather to make the word- 
ing plain than laconic, 
Redundancy is, 


of course, to be avoided, but too great brevity 
is equally to be eschewed. Laconic writing, 
it is to baa)orne in mind, tends to obscurity; 
obsMuSaFiwvkes it impossible for tlie tele- 
graph operator to know when he is sending 
sense and nonsense; and if he has no guide 
as to what he is sending, the chances are at 
least equal that he will go astray. There is 
no doubt another motive which weighs with 
some, and that is the desire that the message 
should not be intelligible to the officials 
through whose hands it will pass. But it is 
short-sighted policy to make the working ob-. 
scure, in order to frustrate hypothetic official 
curiosity. If'secrecy is important, it would 
be better to use a cipher. In the majority of 
cases, however, the true plan is to take the 
officials into your confidence,- and write 
your message in such guise that he who 
runs may read. 
As an illustration of 


the Ingenuity with which people will express 
'themselves, as if for the very purpose of de- 
feating their own object, we may cite the fol- 
lowing: A lady, some short time since, tele- 
graphed: "Send them both thanks," by which 
she-meant, "Thankyou; send them both"— 
(the "both" referred to two servants.) The 
telegram reached its destination as "Send 
them both back," thus making sense as the 
official mind would understand it, but a com- 
plete perversion of the meaning of the writer. 
Nothing was gained by putting it in this way; 
the cost of the message would have been just 
the same If put differently, and as the tele- 
graph ignores stops tlie message as it stood 
read like nousente. It happens that "th" is 
not unlike "be" in the Morse alphabet, and 
this, coupled with the fact that "back" seemed 
to be required as the last work, fully explains 
the error.

To have a great house, to f oMnd a great 
family, was tlie ambition to which in Scott's 
breast all thought for the fame of his works 
played but a very secondary part. The house 
helped to ruin its owner, and the family was 
not founded, and for suclj short time as there 
was a head of the family there of late years 
the representative of the devoted Protestant 
Sir Walter Scott was a Roman Catholic. The 
very portrait of Scott's eldest son, in his 
brilliant uniform and with his charger, car- 
ried melancholy reminders with it. Now the 
house passes away into the occupation of 
strangers, and the family of Sir Walter Scott 
is, we suppose, virtually • extinct. Yet Ab- 
botsford must always bo a place to which, as 
to Newstead, reverential visitors, as well as 
the merely curious, will' turn from every 
country. Aiudricans and Australians are 
much more anxious, it is' said, about Abbots- 
ford and Newstead than sightseers from any 
other part of the world, even from England, 
Ireland, or Scotland herself. We are glad to 
hear that the new occupant of Sir Walter 
Scott's house is not going to close his gates 
against those who would fain stand, in the 
rooms where the Border Minstrel worked and 
played.

Orchid Hunting Along the Eio Negro, 


In a recent letter to the World, written at 


the little settlement of Tauapassua, Rio Ne- 
gro, Brazil, Mr. Earnest Morris corrects tlie 
statement made in a previous letter, that the 
prince of cattleyas, C. El Dorado, is a habitat 
of high forests. It is a native of the low- 
lauds only, the error now corrected having 
arisen from his mistaking a schomburgkia for 
the cattleya. Cattleya El Dorado, he says, is 
found only on the Negro, but C. superba has 
an

found 


not only throughout the whole Rio Negro re- 
gion, but up the Amazon as i'ar as Teffie and 
at the mouth of the Japaru, There .are 
several varieties of C. El Dorado. The most 
beautiful lias sepals and petals of a clear rose, 
with lips of a most beautiful crimson and 
throat of deep orange. The flowers are large 
and delicately fragrant, and bloom in January 
or February. Among other orchids collected 
(and the first that I have seen) was a tall 
growing epideudrum (?) which produces its 
flowers, from the top of the'stem. Six speci- 
mens of this plant were'found near .Taua- 
passua, every one growing in an ants' nest. 


Speaking of his collections, Mr. Morris 


says: ii"Besides the orchids I brought with 
me numerous twigs and branches which were 
covered with cnuchy (a sediment deposited by 
the water, and very common in low forests), 
which has poisoned my hands and face. I 
propose to distribute among, the Orchid.grow- 
ers at home specimens of this cauchy. It 
should be found in every hothouse, and it 
would show the lover of orchids, did he but 
ouch it, what a collector undergoes." 


HYDBAUTS BEDDED. 


Same Lessons Suggested by Denver's Grea t 


Fire. 


Our telegraph columns yesterday contained 


an account of the burning of Zang's brewery 
in Denver, by which property to the amount 
of $150,000 was destroyed all of which might 
have been saved if there had been serviceable 
hydrants near the building.. One hydrant 
which was within about, 800 feet of the brew- 
ersy was disabled by the blowing off of the 
cap, and the next nearest one was 2,300 feet 
distant. Hose was attached to this but there 
was not head enough to force the water 
through nearly half a mile of hose and throw 
it upon the flames. The condition of affairs 
is thus described by the Tribune: 


Notwithstanding considerable time had been 


consuned, tlie fire had made but little progress 
wheji the Bates and hook and laddler companies 
reached the scene, and might have been extin- 
guished had it been within the power of the 
firemen to do anything at all. There was but 
one fire plug within easy reach, and this was 
rendered unserviceable by the bursting of the 
cap-head the instant the firemen turned on the 
water. .There was but one more plug, but 
this was a long ways off, and it was necessary 
to splice out a line of hose to reach it. Before 
this could be accomplished the flames had 
burst from the room and by a strong wind 
blowing from the north, were swept like a 
flash throughout the large brick building. 


The result was that the valuable building 


was destroyedj and $150,000 worth of prop- 
erty melted to nothing in the flames. Our at- 
tention was called to this matter yesterday, by 
Chief Pixley, of our own fire department,who 
recently applied to the city council for fifteen 
new hydrants for Colorado Springs. 
The 


council recognized the importance of putting 
in these hydrants, but the appropriation for 
such matters being nearly exhausted the coun- 
cil did not feel Justified in allowing the whole 
requisition. However, they voted to put in 
five new hydrants. The council acted in-this 
matter with due regard to economy, an* with 
the purpose of making the best of an unfor- 
tunate condition of affairs. 


Chief Pixley, however, is anxious that the 


city should be amply provided with protection 
from fire and the recent conflagration in Den- 
ver has confirmed him in his earnest desire 
that more hydrants should be purchased. In 
company with him last evening we looked 
over the map of the city and he pointed out 
ten points in tlie city which were in need of 
fireplugs. The places ore as follows: 


Pike's Peak avenue near Corona street. 
Dale street near Corona. • 
Wilamette avenue pear Cascade avenue. 
Costilla street near Cascade avenue. 
Rio Grande street between Nevada and , 


Weber. 


Kiowa street between Nevada and Weber. 
Cucharas street between Tejon and Nevada. . 
Cascade avenue between Cucharas and Ver- 


mijo. 


St. Vrain street and Wahsatch avenue. 
In thetalley near Session's carpenter shop. 
All of these places should be protected 


with hydrants, and only five of them have 
been provided for. The burning of one 
house of any considerable size would destroy 
more property than the five extra hydrants 
would cost. Of course the council are fully 
justified in practicing the most rigid econ- 
omy, and it is not our intention to criticise 
their action hi the least. We merely desire 
to suggest that if they con devise, means to 
secure the hydrants f needed, in the light 
of the recent destruction of property in Den- 
ver caused by the lack of hydrants, such ac- 
tion would, doubtless, meet with general ap- 
proval.

RBPOBT OF THE COMMITTEE OS ASSESS! 


ON ME. VDOTU'S' DISPATCH. 


sWe present elsewhere the report of the leg- 


islative committee on the assessment of 1880. 
The Denver papers complain that the investi- 
gation was not wide enough, but it should re- 
membered that the resolutions under which 
they acted limited the investigation to certain 
counties and also to certain specified alleged 
irregularities. The report is also called par- 
tial which is not to be wondered at, consider- 
ing the critics. But the careful .reader .will 
see that the report is prepared with care and 
an evident desire to be just. Arapahoe could 
not be whitewashed with the-array of facts 
before the committee. There was.no good 
reason for reducing the value of land $650,- 
000. The money and credits ought to be more 
than a sixteenth of the deposits in the banks. 
The average value of cattle should not be re- 
duced to $7.60 per head when counties, which 
have the same grade of cattle show an aver-1 
age value per head of 510 and $11. The tes- j 
timony of the assessor of Arapahoe was the 
main reason for the character of the report. 
He showed signal inefficiency, not to say dis- 
honesty. 


But the most striking part of the report Is 


that referring to the assessment of personal 
property. The discussion of this point is ex- 
haustive and shows that Arapahoe is assessing 
less and less of its personal property. The re- 
port shows that in Arapahoe county, the 
financial and business centre of the state, the 
personal property is only 21 per cent, of the 
entire valuation while in the rest of .the state 
i t is 40 per cent. If the same ratio exists out- 
side the county the valuation would be re- 
duced $15,000,000. We call .the attention of 
«ir readers to a careful consideration, of this 
part of the report.

The report is now made and tlie facts are 


before the people of the state. The conclu- 
sion is irresistible that Arapahoe did not pay 
her-share of the state's taxes in 1880. There 
is no remedy for the past, but the expose will 
probably present a repetition of it. It is to 
be hoped that no counties will attempt to fol- 
low the precedent of Araiiahoe, but will make 
a fair assessment. This fail we can take care 
thai the board of equalization iloes its duty in 
w\n;iliiiug t-.ixe:!.

make proper returns then lie should be pro-' 
ceded against by the proper state officers for 
not doing his duty according to law, We 
shall have occasion to discuss the subject 
somewliat more fully.

Two days ago we published -a dispatch from 


Mr. E. P. "Vining, general freight agent of the 
Union Pacific road, to Mr. S. W. Eccles, gen- 
oral freight agent of the Denver & Rio Grande 
road, in which Mr. Vintng said that the pres- 
ent rates between Denver.and Leadville were 
higher than on other portions of the Union 
Pacific line, and asked Mr. Eccles to join in 
reducing the rates one-half. At first blush 
this seems very generous. But the Denver 
Republican, in a very interesting article, 
shows the evident insincerity of the proposi- 
tion by comparison of Denver & Rio Grande 
-rates with Colorado Central rates. The dis- 
tance from Georgetown to Denver Is 53 miles, 
and from Leadville 380 miles. The charges 
for classified freights is half as much, though 
the distance is five times as great. The rates 
to Georgetown, 62 miles, are greater than to 
Canon City, 180 miles. The special rate on 
ore is 85.00 per ton from Leadville to Denver, 
while it is $5.40 from Georgetown t6'Denver. 
This special rate is higher on the Colorado 
Central, for a distance five times less than to 
Leadville. These facts show that Mr. Vining 
not only was Insincere, but was not accurate 
in statement in saying the rates from Denver 
to Leadville were higher than on other por- 


btiOBS of the Union Pacific line. The Republi- 
can also calls attention to the fact that the 
Kansas Pacific is hauling coke for a rate much 
less than grain from Junction City to Denver, 
in order to Injure our coke ovens in this state, 
thus discriminating against a Colorado in- 
dustry. 


Miie Republican makes the following severe 


comments on tills actions of Mr. Yining: 


Prom the abovo figures, facts and comparison, 


it Is not difficult to soo that the proposition of 
the Union Pacific contained in the communion/- 
tloh of Freight Agent Tining- Is inconsistent, 
and a specie of railroad demagojruery, that tol- 
erated, would wreck untold injury on the com- 
merce and industries of the state, it .is not the 
desire of the BepubHean to discourage a reduc- 
tion in the freights named, but if a reduction 
must come, let it be general, and not confined to 
any one locality, to the detriment of the busi- 
ness in other sections of like or lesser import- 
ance. It is the opinion of prominent railroad 
men that the proposition of the Union Pacific is 
insincere, and that the ^communication wiis sent 
for an object not risible on the' surface. How- 
ever this may be, time alone'will' disclose. 


The merchants generally will be pleased 


with any honest effort on the part of a rail- 
road to make an equitable and general reduc- 
tion in rates. But this is evidently not. Mr. 
Vlning's purpose. Any reduction in rates 
which are for the purpose of discrimination 
Will prove injurious to merchants and busi- 
ness, and will be greatly discouraged. The 
Union Pacific has an excellent opportunity to 
show its benevolent disposition on the local 
business of its Colorado Central line, where 
it has no competition. Its active sympathy 
hi behalf of reduction of rates from Denver 
to Pueblo reminds one of the willingness of 
Artemus Ward to sacrifice his wife's relations 
on the altar of .his country in the war of the 
rebellion.

The .Arapahoe assessment is full of sug- 


gestion. Among bther 'features worthy of 
contemplation is that of money and credits. 
When the total assessment for money and 
credits is only .one-sixteenth of the bank de- 
posits, it is not unjust to infer without fur- 
ther investigation that something is rotten in 
Denmark. 
The report of the legislative 


committee states that the rich men of Denver 
avoided this tax, but gave no particulars. A 
careful examination of the .assessment shows 
that the returns in money-and credits are 
made by parties in moderate circumstances.

APPBOJOMATING THE TIME. 


The Date of the Qlaoial E» in Eaatern North 


America, 


Mr. G. F. Wright, in a paper read before 


the American Association for the Advonce- 
nent of Science, and published hi the Frit 
ruary number of the American Journal of 
Science and Arts, has made an attempt to cal- 
culate approximately the ilate of the glacial 
era in Eastern North America by stfdyiml 
the depth of one of the bowl-shaped depre£ 
sions which abound In the moraines and 
koines of New England.._ These depression" 
XT'j£ a,U f^P63 and 8izes> from symmetrical 
"kettle holes" to ponds and lakes of no mean 
dmensions. It is-evident that they cannot 
always exist, for they are wearing down at 
the top and filling up at the bottom. For tho 
same reason we know that they cannot nl 
ways have been in existence. 


The basin chosen by air. Wright for his In- 


vestigations was, one located near Pomn's 
Pond, in Andover, Mass., with a diameter of 
3801 feet, and having an accumulation of peat 
96 ft. in diameter at the bottom. .It Is .evident 
that since the formation of the crater-like de- 
pression no material can have reached the 
bottom, except from three sources: (1) The 
wash from the sides; (2) the vdecay of the 
vegetation growing within the rim; and (3) 
the dust brought by the winds. The problem 
is to determine the time it would require 
these three agencies to fill the bottom of this 
bowl to a depth of 24 feet, which would be 
equal to a depth of only 8 feet over its present 
surf ace-the present depth, (17 feet) being 
estimated from the angle of declivity. Mr 
J. Geikie, following the lead of Mr. Croll and 
others, who look 
to astronomical data 


alone, suppose that the so-called glacial 
period, whose marks we now study in these 
low latitudes, synchronized with the last 
period of high eccentricity of the earth's 
orbit, which closed about 80,000 years ago, 
and -whose maximum' influence 'must have 
been exerted about 200,000 or 210,000 years 
since. But once in 21,000 years the astronom- 
ical conditions dependent upon the precession 
ol the equinoxes for a glaciation of th« 
northern latitudes occur, though owing to the 
present low eccentricity of the earth's orbit 
this influence is now at its minimum. 


The question with the crater-like depression 
above-mentioned is: Could this have stood 
with so little change for $80,000 years ? or 
even for 40,000 years, as supposed by Prof. 
Hitchcock? If the close of the great glacial 
period be so far bacl? as Mr. Croll anil Geikie 
estimate, we must believe thai detritus could 
accumulate, in the situation above described, 
over a surface ot the arena of the pres- 
ent peat bog, only 'at

riod back 10,000, the rate of accumula- 
tion would seem as slow as the imagination 
can well comprehend—one Inch in 100 years. 
These considerations have led Mr. Wright to 
look with increasing distrust upon the astro- 
nomical calculations which are made con- 
cerning the glacial period, unless the moraines 
mark the limit reached at the last semi-revo- 
lution of the earth's equinoxes about 10,000 
years ago. He believes it evident that the 
glacial phenomena of New England are com- 
paratively recent in their origin.

Low Figures Probable for Some Tiine: 


.'. We have received 'the follbwingf'ciroular 
from Coates Brothers, Svool 'coniniiss!6ii mer- 
chants of Philadelphia, giving the present 
condition of the market and the current rates 
for wool :—"There lias been considerable 
wool sold ' during - the • p"ast month';' Maiiy 
holders have been disposed to close the sea- 
sou's business and the low prices have in- 
duced manufacturers to buy., The. stock of 
wool oil liaiid and the low prices and slow 
sale for manufactured goods have prevented 
tiny improvement in the value of the raw 
material, and these circumstances make -low 
ligures, for some time to come, probable'. 
Some desirable grades are becoming scarce 
but'the first shipments of the new clip will 
soon begin to arrive from southern suctions 
and manufacturers can then procure any 
grade in abundance. The indications from 
different parts ot the country seem" to justify 
the opinion that new- Wool will be bought fit 
low prices and, as tlie country is financially in 
a prosperous condition, trade throughout the 
coming summer and fall should be good. Aii 
immense number of .immigrants are now ar- 
iivihg, more railroads are being constructed 
than at any previous time, iron factories are 
Generally well supplied with orders, the crops* 
ieem to .promise 'well,' and money is very: 
abundant. : Under these circumstances wool 
and wool products should meet with a good 
market at fair prices later in the season. 'The 
condition of the foreign markets will, how- 
ever, prevent .any considerable rise in values.

This undoubtedly was a good decision for the 
work Mr. Weston has done in this -city has 
shown him to be on accurate and competent 
architect. 


We looked over the elevations and plans of 


the proposed addition and improvements last 
evening in Mr. Weston's office and were es- 
pecially pleased with the appearance the 
building will present when it is completed. 
The front to the west will have a solid and 
imposing appearance worthy of a state institu- 
tion as important as the school for deaf-mutes. 
The front will be three full stories in height 
and the entire building will be covered with a 
Mansard roof lighted by dormer windows. A 
tower will be erected in the centre of the front 
and a broad flight of steps will lead to the 
grand entrance which will conduct one to the 
vestibule. An elegant portico will be erected 
over the grand entrance and the whojte effect 
will be very pleasing. ' 
. The proposed new building will be erected 
on'the north of tire central building, and will 
correspond in general dimensions with the 
south wing, which was built last year. It 
will be three stories in height and the mate- 
rial will be stone. The ground plan of the 
north wing will be 38x68 feet in dimensions. 
The basement will be divided into four 
rooms, namely, printing office of the Deaf 
Mute Index; workshop; boy's play room, 
and a private room. The printing office will 
be 30x21, feet in size; the workshop 17x33, 
and the play room 20x22. These rooms ^are 
all of ample size, and will give excellent ac- 
commodations for the purposes intended. 


The second floor will be devoted to ah en- 


largement of the present .school room capac- 
ity. There will be four school rooms, each 
15x80 feet in size, and a tutor's room 11x11, 
These rooms are needed and will greatly relieve 
the pressure now caused by lack of room. 
These rooms will be furnished with all the 
appliances necessary for the successful In- 
struction of the pupils. 


The third floor will be used as a dormitory 


and will be divided into seven sleeping apart- 
ments all of good size. The Mansard roof 
will give rooni for the establishment of other 
sleeping accommodations, if in the course of 
time they are needed. The Buttan ventilating 
and heating system will be adopted and two 
new furnaces will be put in. 


The estimated cost of the new building and 


the.extensive re-modeling is $15,000. Bids 
will soon be received for work on the build- 
ing which will be pressed to an early comple- 
tion.

lawfully solemnize matrimony between them.. 


SEC. 6. If auy such 'minister or officer shall 


presume to solemnize any marriage between 
any parties without such u license,. or with 
knowledge that either party is legally Incom- 
petent to contract -matrimony -as: is provided' 
for in this act, he shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, aud on conviction'thereof, shall be 
punished by flue, of not'less tliau fifty dol- 
lars nor more than two hundred dollars, be- 
fore any court'havlug jurisdiction. 


SEC. 7. The county clerk of each comity 


in tins state shall keep on file every such 
marriage license returned to huh,and shall 
record each marriage certificate so returned in
